Mayor Pro Tem Davis led the Council and audience in the Pledge of Allegiance.

Mayor Freitas reported no action was taken during closed session.

ANNOUNCEMENTS OF CIVIC AND COMMUNITY EVENTS

Barbara Sobalvarro, President of the Friends of Animal Services, announced the Valentine

Celebration Event to take place on February 13, 2003 from 6:00-8:00 p.M. at the Antioch

Animal Shelter adoption event, Friends of Animal Services will pay both the adoption fee

and the micro-chip fee ($30) for the first 14 animals adopted. She further announced love

gifts of $14.00 would be listed in spring paw print as “Sweethearts”. She concluded by

stating this was the 24th year of Friends of Animal Services; she thanked the Animal
Services staff and praised their efforts to improve the plight of the animals.

Item E - Bruce Ohlson, representing the East Bay Bicycle Coalition, discussed the
importance of bicycle lanes to the quality of life in Antioch and requested the City Council
direct staff to include bicycle lanes for both sides of the "L" Street widening project.

In response to Councilmember Conley, City Attorney Galstan stated some of the tenants
on "L" Street had been relocated into the Eden Housing project. Councilmember Conley
discussed the possibility of raising the houses when they were vacated. City Attorney
Galstan stated cost of demolition in piecemeal as well as the impact on the neighborhood
of having areas that were not developed were issues to be considered. Councilmember
Conley voiced his support to providing advisory services to all non-English speaking
households.

On motion by Councilmember Conley, seconded by Councilmember Simonsen, the
Council unanimously approved Item E.
